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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating^ the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1S24. 

Resolved by this Assembly:— That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, m the county of Middlesex, on the second Wed- 
nesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. , 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following; "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CON- 
VENTION. 

ARTICLE 11. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in the 
State of Connecticut; and to act as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of 
Connecticut in advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particu- 
larly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic interests of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist Churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist Churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a 
hundred resident members and for each church school connected with it; provided, 
however, that no church shall be permitted to send more than five delegates besides 
its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and officers of the 
Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; officers of this Convention and 
members of its Board of Managers; officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut; and officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be 
ex-officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to all the privi- 
leges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the General Secretary 
of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording Secretary shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall serve from the close of the 
annual meeting at which they are elected until the close of the next annual meet- 
ing, or until their successors have been elected. The Treasurer and Secretary shall be 
elected by the Board of Managers. 
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Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, the 
First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also is vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers 
shall elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal 
of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common practice pertain 
to their respective offices. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President of the Convention and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion for the term of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its 
elective members shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be ex- 
officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Mana- 
gers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the for- 
mer Constitution and for a term of two years those trustees who have two years to 
serve under the former Constitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the 
annual meeting at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen mem- 
bers, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occurring from other 
causes than the expiration of terms, shall be elected at each annual meeting for the 
term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided as nearly 
equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. The president, the state 
home director and the state foreign secretary of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut shall be ex-officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privileges and 
authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by by-laws 
adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of all the 
delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s previous notice. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Thursday in October, at 7:30 P. M. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the President at 
the direction of the Board of Managers 

Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number shall 
have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the control of the 
Program Committee, which shall have the power to make all arrangements for speak- 
ers for the Convention, except the preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion 
the time to the speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 5. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution and By-Laws 
shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous consent of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 6. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall be regulated 
by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 7. The fiscal year cf the Convention shall begin the first day of May. 

ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, to report 
at the meeting then in progress: 

A. A committee on the place of the nejit meeting and the preacher of the 
next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed each year to 
report at the next annual meeting: 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each association, nominated by 
the delegates of the respective associations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the program of the next meeting, consisting of five or more 
members, including the president of the Convention, the president of the Woman’s 
Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the general secretary and the pastor of the 
entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting consisting of three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting cf six members, one from each Association. 

E. A committee on resolutions. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may be appointed. 

Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President.

STATE CONVENTION 


ARTICLE III. PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine (9) 
members appointed for three (3) years, and so constituted that the terms of three 
of its members shall expire yearly. Three (3) members of the Council shall be 
laymen, and the Secretary of the Convention shall be a member ex-officio. 

Section 2. The adoption of this Article shall appoint the present members of 
the Committee on Ministerial Standing as members of the Permanent Council in 
the order of their terms of service. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the State Permanent Council to act in ad- 
visory capacity to churches, pastors and Association Permanent Councils. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

The President each year shall appoint the number of delegates required to 
represent the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious 
Education and these delegates shall constitute the Convention Committee on the 
Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education. 


BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of the annual meeting of 
the Convention; one on a date in April or May, determined by itself; and one on 
the day preceding the next annual meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and shall 
be called by him upon the request in writing of five members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, un- 
less excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating a vacancy. 
Removal of any member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. The 
Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership during the in- 
terim between annual meetings of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his ab- 
sence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the President and 
the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of 
the three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board 
shall proceed to choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its pro- 
ceedings. 

Sec. 6. The traveling expenses of the members to all meetings of the Board, 
excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of the Convention, shall be 
paid by the Convention. 
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Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Conven- 
tion when it is not in session and have supervision through the General Secretary of 
all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board, in co-operation with the Council of Finance and Promotion 
of The Northern Baptist Convention, shall provide for raising and disbursing money 
for the work of the Convention and the co-operating and other affiliating societies 
included in the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention, according to 
the Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall prepare annually a budget embracing the estimated fi- 
nancial needs of all departments of the Convention for the ensuing year, to be sub- 
mitted for authorization by the Finance Committee of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. 

Sec: 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Council of Finance and 
Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention determining the portion the Coun- 
cil shall bear of the expenses incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 
Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the American Bap- 
tist Publication Society whereby this society shall share with the Convention on an 
equitable basis the expense of promoting in Connecticut the work of Christian edu- 
cation. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society whereby this society shall share with the Convention on an equitable 
basis the expense of home missionary work in Connecticut. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid of churches 
and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other workers in accordance with the 
rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed properly to con- 
duct the work of the Convention, including, as may be deemed necessary, a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Director of Christian Education, a Director of 
Promotion, a Collector of Missionary Funds, and a Treasurer who may be either a 
person or a fiduciary institution of approved standing. The Director of Promotion, 
who may be one of the other agents, shall be chosen by concurrent acting of the 
Board and the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor, who shall carefully audit 
the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. The Auditor shall be a cer- 
tified public accountant, or firm of accountants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all persons em- 
ployed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 
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Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its membership the 
following committees which shall be charged with definite responsibilities in the work 
of the Convention: 

A. A Missionary Committee, to be styled "The Connecticut Baptist Board of 
Promotion”, consisting of not more than eighteen members. The Woman’s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut and the National Societies of The Northern Baptist 
Convention each shall have the right to appoint one member, preferably from the 
membership of the Board of Managers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of six members, and the President. 

C. Committee on Christian Education, consisting of seven members. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E. Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable of one mem- 
ber from each association. 

G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of one member 
' from each association. 

H. Committee on Social Service, consisting of five members. 

I. Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, and the chairmen of the standing committee of the Board of Managers named 
above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its membership or from 
the Convention such other committees as may be necessary to the successful conduct 
of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions at least an- 
nually to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. '^Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion” (Missionary Committee). 

(a) The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion shall be the medium through 
which the Convention shall co-operate with the Council of Finance and Promotion of 
The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary and the Director of Promo- 
tion, the Board (Missionary Committee) shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the Unified Budget of the Convention and co-operating and other affiliating 
societies of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(c) The representative of the Convention on the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention shall be elected by the Board of Mana- 
gers, and shall by virtue of such election be a member ex-officio of the Board of 
Promotion. 

(d) The Board of Promotion, through the Director of Promotion or its chair- 
man, shall make reports of its work annually to the Convention, and to the Council 
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of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention as by that body di- 
rected. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval 
of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall countersign all orders 
drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers at 
the authorization of the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Con- 
vention to be loaned to any officer, legal adviser, or member of the Board of Mana- 
gers, or to any corporation or business enterprise in which any of them is personally 
interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Permanent Funds 
belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents of the Con- 
vention to make their annual reports covering the same period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a missionary 
budget to be submitted to the Board of Managers, when approved by it, to the 
churches. The committee shall receive from the General Secretary an estimate of 
the amount of money needed by the Convention for the ensuing year and from the 
Council of Finance and Promotion the apportionment of the co-operating national so- 
cieties falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such information 
make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of Managers, with or 
without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Christian Education. 

(a) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Chris- 
tian education in its different phases, including Church School and Young People’s 
activities. Teacher Training, Church Vacation Schools, and all other lines of instruc- 
tion and study included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian edu- 
cation for the local church. 

(b) The committee shall maintain close co-operation with the American Baptist 
Publication Society and the General Board of Education of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s plans 
of Christian education. 

(c) The committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the state in the name of the Convention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual meeting, 
through the Secretary of Christian Education, or its chairman. 
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Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of The Con- 
necticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and co-operate with him m 
circulating the paper. It shall present the interests of the paper to the Convention 
at its meetings and devise means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall co-operate with the secretaries, as opportunity permits, 
in the distribution of such literature as will best acquaint the churches with the 
needs and achievements of the Convention and the denomination. 

Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have charge of 

the work conducted by the Convention among New Americans, co-operating with the 
General Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the interests 
of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the General Sec- 

retary or his associates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the work of the 

Convention in aided churches, co-operating with the General Secretary and his asso- 
ciates, as they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the General Sec- 

retary or his associates. 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which 

the Convention shall co-operate with the churches in promoting the interests of evan- 
gelism in the state. It shall seek particularly to lead the churches aided by the 
Convention out into evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual meeting. 

Section 8. The Committee on Social Service. 

(a) The Committee on Social Service shall represent the Convention, subject 
to the direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of co-operation with social 
agencies and the social service departments of other religious bodies, and shall from 
time to time bring to the attention of the Convention social causes meriting consid- 
eration. 

Section 9. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet twice during the year, in December 
Or January, and in June or July. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call of the Presi- 
dent. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising during the in- 
terim between meetings of the Board of Managers; pass on all applications for aid 
from churches not acted on by the Board; provided, however, that no contract or 
agreement made by the committee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next 
meeting of the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases as 
have been referred to the committee for final action. 
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(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions to the 
Board of Managers at its next meeting. 

(e) Seven members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 10. The duties of such other committees as shall be appointed by the 
Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 11. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the committees of 
the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties shall be paid by the Con- 
vention. 

Section 12. The committees of the Board of Managers shall submit to the 
Finance Committee and Board of Managers, through the General Secretary, estimates 
of the money needed during the ensuing year for the successful conduct of the 
work of their respective departments, to be used in building the budget of the Con- 
vention. 

Section 13. All standing committees of the Board of Managers shall provide 
for the keeping of an accurate record of their transactions in permanent form, and 
shall make reports to the Board whenever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire work of the 
Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers and its Executive Com- 
mittee. In promoting the work incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 
Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention he, 
with his associates — the Director of Promotion and the Director of Christian Edu- 
cation — shall co-operate, through the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion, with 
the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the churches, par- 
ticularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity may occur, and seek to lead 
them into participation in the missionary work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, except as 
authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee: provided, how- 
ever, that with the consent of the Finance Committee he may in emergencies expend 
not more than one hundred (^100) dollars in any one month for supply preachers 
for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers and its Execu- 
tive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can concerning the work of the Con- 
vention, but shall not have the power to vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activities of all the 
committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a careful estimate 
of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of the Convention, to be in- 
cluded in the unified missionary budget. 
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(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of 
Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of the printing of 
the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall co-operate with the General Secretary, as he 
and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work of the Convention. ' 

Section 3. Secretary of Christian Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Christian Education, under the direction of the General 
Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Christian Educa- 
tion, shall have special charge of the work of Christian education. 

(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Treasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or investing the same as directed by 
the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 
from the Secretary of the Board of Managers countersigned by the chairman or 
the vice-chairman of the Finance Committee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various funds of the 
Convention, and report and account to the Convention annually and each quarter as 
directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum 
as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to the Convention through 
the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the committee shall require. 

Section 6. The Director of Promotion. 

The Director of Promotion, in co-operation with the General Secretary, and 
under the concurrent direction of the Board of Managers and the Council of Finance 
and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention, through the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Board of Promotion, shall promote the dissemination of information concerning 
the missionary program of The Northern Baptist Convention and the raising of the 
apportionment of Connecticut Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget. 

Section 7. The collector of funds for the Unified Budget of The Northern 
Baptist Convention shall receive all current contributions of churches and individuals, 
to the Convention and co-operating national societies of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and shall deposit and forward the same as directed by the Board of Mana- 
gers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention and the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion. 

Section 8. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed by the Board 
of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 
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ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the General Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report 
of the church has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first 
weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within 
the year preceding, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, including 
the work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied 
the Board that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted for 
securing the largest possible revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment of 
the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such 
aid. It is therefore required that any church, without a pastor, applying for aid, 
shall confer with the General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the 
choice and settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 
any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Executive Committee 
shall have been secured; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to ^500 
or more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of 
trust of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the 
Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made threto at any meeting of 
the Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of 
the Treasurer and of the Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of 
Managers, Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f), shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds 
vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of the Convention, after one 
year’s notice. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear as The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of the Convention will be 
glad to talk with or advise any person desirous of making a bequest for the direct 
uses of the Convention or for the Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of 
any particular object. Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention 
will be gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity rates will 
be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advantage of yielding an ex- 
ceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life and assures the Convention 
of the entire amount of money desired to be given at the death of the donor with- 
out deduction by the settlement of the estate.

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THE ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTEENTH ANNUAL 
SESSION OF THE CONNECTICUT B APTIST 
CONVENTION 

Meriden, Conn., October 19, 20, 21, 1938. 

The One Hundred and Fifteenth Annual Meeting of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held in the meeting-house of the First Baptist Church, Meriden, 
Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, pastor, October 19, 20, 21, 1938. The first session opened 
on Wednesday, October 19, 7:30 p. m. 

The Convention was called to order by the president. Rev. David P. Gaines, 
Waterbury and after the singing of a hymn, prayer was offered by Rev. Luigi Turco, 
Meriden. 

A conference on State Convention work was conducted by President Gaines. 

Rev. Hugh A. Heath, D. D., general secretary of the Massachusetts Baptist 
Convention, gave an address on, “Why the State Convention?” 

An anthem was sung by the choir of the Meriden Italian Baptist Church. 

The evening offering was received and a solo sung by Miss Helen DeCardo. 

The worship period on “Our Responsibility As Christian Workers” was con- 
ducted by President Gaines. 

After the singing of a hymn, the Convention adjourned. 


Thursday Morning 

The session was called to order at 10:00 o’clock by President Gaines and prayer 
was offered by Rev. H. R. Peterson, Meriden. 

The report of the Program Committee was submitted by Rev. B. N. Timbie, 
the chairman. Voted: that the program as printed and amended be adopted. 

The address of welcome was delivered by Dr. A. Avery Gates, Meriden. Re- 
sponse was made by the president. 

The worship on the theme, “The Cross and the Church,” was conducted by 
Rev. J. Hybert Pollard, Ph. D., Bristol. 

The annual sermon was preached by Rev. John Melvin Prior, Bridgeport, on 
the theme, “The Cross and the Church”, from the text, Matthew 16:24. 

After prayer by Mr. Prior, the general secretary presented the report of the 
Board of Managers, which included the report of the Finance Committee. Voted: 
that the report be adopted.

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The vote to adopt the report included Amendments to the By-Laws, as follow: 
By-Laws of the Convention, Article II. Committees. Section 1. D. Change to read: 

An obituary committee consisting of six members, one from each Association. 
By-Laws of the Board of Managers, Article I. Meetings of the Board of Managers. 

Section Z. Change to read: One on a date in April or May. 

Article 11. Duties of the Board of Managers. Section 12. B. Change to 

read: Finance Committee consisting of six members and the president. 

Article III. Duties of Committees. Section 9 (a) Change to read: The Ex- 
excutive Committee shall meet twice during the year, in December or January 
and in June or July. 

The report of the Board also carried a notice of Amendment to the Constitution, 
as follows: Article 111. Membership, Second 2. Erase "and” after Woman’s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut and add comma, and then after the Education Society, 
add: "officers of the Men’s Council and officers of the Connecticut Baptist Board of 
Promotion.” 

Action on this Amendment to the Constitution will be taken at the annual meet- 
ing of the Convention in 1939. 

The general secretary assembled the officers of the Convention, chairmen of com- 
mittees, representatives of affiliatd organizations and projects, including the mis- 
sionaries, on the rostrum. Prayer of consecration was offered by Rev. B. N. Timbie, 
former president. The group joined in the Lord’s Prayer and sang a consecration 
hymn. 

The report of the Board included reference to the hurricane damages sustained 
by many of the churches in September and submitted the proposal that^ the Conven- 
tion appoint a committee to canvass the whole hurricane situation.

Mr. E. C. Prettyman, superintendent of the Connecticut Temperance and Anti- 
Saloon League, was present and spoke briefly. 

Dr. William B. Lipphard, New York, editor of Missions, who had recently re- 
turned from a trip to Europe, gave an address on "Baptists in Europe”. 

The report of the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion was submitted by 
Director H. E. Hinton. Voted: to adopt the report.

The report of The Connecticut Baptist was presented by the editor and business 
manager. Rev. H. E. Hinton. Voted: that the report be adopted. 

(See Report) ' 

The report of the Treasurer and audit was presented by the secretary. Voted: 
to adopt the report of the auditors and the Treasurer’s Report.

The general secretary extended welcome to the new pastors. 

The worship on "Committing Our Lives to God’s Eternal Purpose” was con- 
ducted by Rev. Frank M. Swaffield, New Haven.

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Friday Evening

absent on account of illness. It was Voted to request President Gaines to carry the 
sympathy and best wishes for a speedy recovery to Mr. Crosby. 

Rev. Oscar P. Campbell was introduced and spoke briefly. 

Rev. H. E. Hinton was introduced and spoke briefly. 

A musical selection was given by the choir of the Norwalk Community Baptist 
Church, accompanied by the Norwalk organist, and directed by Mrs. James N. Zeigler.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

The Board of Managers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, Rev. David 
P. Gaines, president, and Elbert E. Gates, secretary, submits its one hundred 
fifteenth annual report for the year 1937-1938. All regular meetings of the Board 
and Executive Committee, and a special meeting of the latter, were held. 


Board. Personnel 

During the year, one member. Rev. Richard I. Porter, pastor of the Huntington 
Street Baptist Church, New London, resigned, as he had accepted a call to the 
Baptist Church in Homestead, Pennsylvania. Mr. Porter served the New London 
Church faithfully and well since 1929. He reopened the Lake s Pond Church and 
conducted services there for several years. 

Secretary’s Return 

The general secretary returned April 12th from the leave of absence granted 
him by the Convention, and through the Board of Managers, extends thanks for 
the gracious and generous treatment he received from the Convention, its Board 
and committees, the churches in its fellowship and numerous individuals in the state 
and beyond. The period of his leave was spent in Clearwater, Florida. He is also 
deeply grateful to Rev. Oscar P. Campbell, associate secretary. Rev. H. E. Hinton, 
director of promotion. Rev. David P. Gaines, president of the Convention, Miss 
Elizabeth M. Raymond, office secretary, committee chairmen and others for the fine 
spirit they showed and the efficient manner in which they carried on and directed 
the administration, education and missionary work of the Convention. The Board 
made special gifts to the associate secretary, the office secretary and the director of 
promotion. These gifts were accepted and immediately given back to the Conven- 
tion. The service and friendship of these who carried the work deepened the sense 
of fellowship and the spirit of cooperation. "Bear ye one another’s burdens” was 
beautifully exemplified. 


United Christian Advance 

The executive secretary of the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious 
Education, Dr. J. Quinter Miller, in his report to the Executive Committee of that 
body, stated: "The United Christian Advance in New Haven was a landmark in 
Christian cooperation. Many have asked if it will be repeated in 1938. If not, 
when? In order to enable our constituent agencies to plan ahead, the Council would 
be wise to suggest a plan whereby each cooperating denomination could secure of- 
ficial approval. Several have requested the Council to advise them prior to their 
meetings this fall. I recommend: In the light of the significant experience in Chris- 
tian unity afforded by the merging of the Annual Conventions of twelve denomina- 
tions and the Annual Convention and Social Relations Institute of the Connecticut 
Council of Churches and Religious Education, and Whereas, there has been wide- 
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spread interest in a repetition of this plan for inspiration, fellowship, instruction, 
worship, the transaction of denominational business and the united witness to our 
faith, and Whereas, numerous requests have been received urging this plan for the 
fall of 1939, it is suggested: that the Council and the denominations be invited to 
incorporate their separate conventions into a United Christian Convocation in Hartford 
during the week of October 16, 1939, and that each agency which accepts this invita- 
tion be requested to name three people to the program committee to be convened 
by the Council for the execution of this proposal.” 

Finances 

The finances of the Convention are under the supervision and direction of the 
Finance Committee, William S. Fuller, chairman. During the year the Finance Com- 
mittee in its endeavor to secure larger returns from the unified budget of the de- 
nomination had several contacts with the Budget Research Committee of The Northern 
Baptist Convention, through its agent. Dr. E. H. Rhoades, Jr. Representatives of 
the committee visited New York and Dr. Rhoades had a conference with the com- 
mittee in Hartford. No definite arrangement for increase could be made, as the 
percentages adopted are based upon the relationship of the askings as represented by 
the budgets of all the organizations concerned and the anticipated receipts for the 
year. 

In order that the deficit might not be increased, the Finance Committee was 
charged with the task of balancing the budget for the current year. Estimated in- 
come and expenditures were canvassed and it was found necessary to make another 
cut in appropriations for work within the Convention. Miss Edith M. Howard 
lessened the amount by a generous gift and, also in cooperation with her sister. Miss 
Mary L. Howard, presented the Convention with an automobile for the use of the 
Russian missionary. 

Convention Sunday was observed in February with a view to helping to inform 
the constituency of the nature and scope of the work of the Convention. It was also 
recommended that a Convention Sunday have a permanent place in the calendars 
of the churches. 

The Finance Committee has also been interested in the financial condition of 
Calvary Baptist Church, Torrington. A campaign has been launched by the church 
to raise a certain amount, with the understanding if it is successful that the Conven- 
tion will assume or liquidate the balance of the indebtedness on the church. 

The First Church, West Haven, which is being aided by the Convention in 
carrying its mortgage has launched a plan to liquidate its debt within three years 
and is working faithfully toward that end. 

Legacies (1) The Gordon Estate, which came to the Convention through the 
will of the late Mary A. Gordon, wife of the late Arthur M. Gordon, consisting of 
the homestead and a liberal sum of money for missionary work, has been settled. The 
house has been sold and the proceeds added to the fund created by Mrs. Gordon. Mrs. 
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Gordon was a member of Calvary Baptist Church, Torrington. Her gratitude to the 
Convention for its financial aid to the Church, expressed itself in making the Con- 
vention a beneficiary in her will, for a liberal amount, ^18,590.06. 

(2) A trust fund of ^500.00 from Mrs. Abbie A. Phillips, as a memorial to 
her husband, Wallace A. Phillips. The income during her life time to be divided 
between the Convention and herself. After her decease the full income to be paid 
to the Union Baptist Church, Montville, until it ceases to be an active Baptist Church. 
In the event that the church ceases to be an active Baptist Church, the fund to 
become a part of the Permanent Funds of The Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

(3) A trust fund from John A. Prior, income to go to the Moosup Baptist 
Church as long as it continues an active existence, and after that to the Convention. 

Connecticut Baptists and any other interested persons are respect- 
fully urged to include The Connecticut Baptist Convention in their list 
of beneficiaries, when bequeathing their real and personal property. 

Annuities. The annuity rates for single life are published on the inside of the 
front cover page of The Connecticut Baptist Annual. Rates for contracts covering two 
lives may be obtained by applying to; Elbert E. Gates, General Secretary, 455 Main 
Street, Hartford, Conn. 

Amendments. The Finance Committee recommends a change in the by-law gov- 
erning the semi-annual meeting of the Board that it be placed sometime after the 
closing of the books of the Connecticut and The Northern Baptist Conventions, as 
follows: 

By-Laws of the Convention, Article II. Committees. Section 1. D. Change to read: 
An Obituary Committee consisting of six members, one from each Association. 

By-Laws of the Board of Managers, Article 1. Meetings of the Board of Managers. 
Section 1. Change to read: One on a date in April or May. 

Article 11. Duties of the Board of Managers. Section 12. B. Change to 

read: Finance Committee consisting of six members and the president. 

Article III. Duties of Committees. Section 9. (a) Change to read: The Ex- 
ecutive Committee shall meet twice during the year, in December or January' 
and in June or July. 

The Finance Committee served notice of a proposed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, as follows: 

Article III. Membership, Section 2. Erase "and” after Woman’s Baptist Mis- 
sion Society of Connecticut and add comma, and then after the Education 
Society, add: "officers of the Men’s Council and officers of the Connecticut 
Baptist Board of Promotion.” 

Action to be taken at the Convention meeting in 1939. 

The financial statement for the year will be found in the Treasurer’s Report. It 
will be noted that the Convention has a note issued by The Hartford National Bank 
and Trust Company of ^10,000. and accumulated deficit of ^10,000. less cash 
balance on hand, April 30, 1938, of ^5,936.77, making a total accumulated deficit 
of ^14,063.23. 
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Ministers Pensions 

Through the courtesy of the Board of Managers the general secretary was au- 
thorized to assist the executive secretary of The Ministers and Missionaries Benefit 
Board in setting up a series of conferences with church officers throughout the state, 
the purpose being to urge upon churches that they cooperate with the pastors in 
setting up a retiring pension for Baptist pastors, the church being asked to pay 
and the minister Zldfik of the 10% of his salary necessary to set up such a pension. 
The campaign included 23 dinners in 23 centers, with an attendance of upwards of 
600 out of 1100 invited. The associate secretary and director of promotion substituted 
for the general secretary. The Board would urge the churches to give this proposi- 
tion favorable consideration. 

Aided Churches 

This department is under the direction of the Committee on Aided Churches, 
Rev. Lester T. Mallery, chairman. 

There have been some changes in the pastors of the aided churches. The 
King’s Highway Church, Bridgeport, has called Rev. Albert -R. Hahn to succeed Rev. 
Daniel Meyhoefer. Montowesc Church has called Rev. Leonard A. Duce to succeed 
Rev. G. E. Friedenberg, who accepted a call to the Memorial Church, New Britain. 
The grant to Sterling Hill has been discontinued since the resignation of Rev. F. W. 
Tholen, who is now serving the East Lyme Church. Rev. F. C. Wheaton, Stratfield, 
resigned to accept a position as assistant pastor of the First Baptist Church, Cleveland 
and the Stratfield Church is now being served by Rev. M. G. Hatcher. Calvary 
Church, Willimantic, appropriation has been discontinued through the resignation of 
its pastor. Rev. Richard L. Walker. The Milford Church, Rev. W. C. Minton, pas- 
tor, has been added to the list of aided churches. Some of these churches have in- 
timated that they are working toward self-support and hope to reach that goal in 
the near future. 


New Americans 

The Committee on New American Work, Walter E. Crittenden, chairman, 
supervises the Convention’s interest in the Czecho-Slovak, Hungarian, Italian and 
Russian groups within the state. One change has occurred during the year and that 
is — Rev. Luigi Turco has been called to the Italian Baptist Church, Meriden, and 
began his work early in the year. With the exception of the Czecho-Slovak work 
and the Italian Mission in Flartford, The American Baptist Home Mission Society 
cooperates in this work. 

Christian Education 

This department, under the direction of Rev. Oscar P. Campbell and the Com- 
mittee on Christian Education, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, chairman, continues its cooperation 
with The American Baptist Publication Society in sustaining this work. The total 
expenditure for the year amounted to y44,006.54. 
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The summer assembly held at the Connecticut State College, Storrs, reached 
a high level in attendance and interest in July. The increase in attendance was about 
20%. Delegations came from various churches, also from Massachusetts and New 
York. • This enterprise has proven to be of great value to the work of our churches 
and in the lives of the young people who have attended the assembly. This is the 
major project for July. The total denominational program, including children’s work, 
young people’s work and leadership education are presented to and promoted in the 
churches, with special seasonal emphasis throughout the year. The director is available 
for conference with teachers and other official groups. 

Full report on Christian Education will be found in the Annual. 

Suffield School 

Suffield School, Dr. Brownell Gage, headmaster, received during the year ^1,506.33 
making a total of ^41,527.11 toward the goal of ^50,000'. set by the Convention sev- 
eral years ago as The Connecticut Baptist Endowment Fund. The income from this 
fund is used to help worthy boys, preferably Baptists, to secure an education. The 
Board recommends a renewal of this action for the current year. 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society, Rev. Edwin T. Settle, Jr., Ph.D., 
president, continues its work in helping young people prepare for different phases 
of religious work. For this purpose the Convention appropriated during the year 
^1,250.00. See report of the Society in the Annual. 

Other Affiliated Organizations 

The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, Miss Mary L. Howard, 
president, reports its usual year of good work. The house party held in September, 
Montowese House, Branford, was one of the best held in its history. A large number 
of women from various parts of the state spent three days together and received 
information and inspiration for the year’s work which lies ahead. During the past 
year the Convention contributed ^200. to the work of the Society. The Council on 
Finance and Promotion has recognized the promotional value of the work of the 
Society and has assumed the financial responsibility before carried by the Convention. 
The Convention, however, continues its friendly and cooperative relation with the 
Society. See Woman’s Society reports and roster in the Annual. 

The Mens Council, Loren Durner, president, held its annual house party at the 
Montowese House, Brandford, in September. A goodly number of men attended. 
A fine program was presented and matters touching the life and the work of men 
in the churches were discussed. This organization seeks to be helpful to pastors 
and churches. See the report in the Annual. 

The New England Baptist Conference, Ocean Park Maine, is related to the 
Convention through the services of the general secretary, who is a vice-president and 
member of its Board, and the director of Christian Education, Rev. O. P. Campbell, 
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who is also a member of the Board and is annually on the faculty of the summer 
school. The Convention this year contributed ^50.00 in support of the School of 
Methods. 

• 

Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education continues its fine 
work amongst the various denominations in the state and is fast becoming the mouth 
piece for a united Christian voice on matters touching moral and religious issues 
before the people. Within the year it granted the request of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America to share with it the services of its executive secre- 
tary, Dr. J. Quinter Miller, who will give part time to each organization. 

Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion 

The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion, Charles H. Bidwell, chairman, 
and Rev. H. E. Hinton, secretary, is the agent of the Council of Finance and Promo- 
tion of The Northern Baptist Convention for promoting the missionary program of 
The Northern Baptist Convention and the collecting of missionary funds of the de- 
nomination. Mr. Hinton is the director of promotion and the collector of the funds. 
The personnel of the Board is drawn from the State Convention and the National 
Cooperating Societies. It is financed by a separate budget. This Board reports its 
activities and collections to the Council and the Convention. Whilst the Board of 
Promotion is not controlled by the Convention Board it acts as the Missionary Com- 
mittee of the Convention. (See report of the Promotion Board.) 

Publications 

The American Baptist Publication Society is the recognized publishing agency 
and one of the seven major missionary societies of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. Its headquarters are in Philadelphia and it publishes Bibles, books, hymnals, 
educational periodicals and pamphlets that are used in the carrying out of its pro^ 
gram. Publications and Sunday school supplies may be secured from this Society. 
Publications from other publishing houses can be obtained through the Publication 
Society which receives a commission on all such sales. 

The Connecticut Baptist, Rev. H. E. Hinton, editor and manager, is a monthly 
bulletin and serves as a promotion agency for Connecticut. It also carries news from 
churches, information concerning Christian Education, missionary items from the 
world field and other articles of interest. Every Baptist family should subscribe to 
The Connecticut Baptist. The subscription rate is 25 cents per year. 

Missions, Rev. Wm. B. Lipphard, D. D., editor, is a magazine of which every 
Baptist is proud. It stands in the front rank of all missionary magazines. It is 
profusely illustrated with scenes from missionary fields. It is ably edited, attractive 
in form, rich in content and within the reach of all. This magazine should be on 
the table in all the Baptist homes of the constituency. Subscription: ^1.25 per year, 
clubs of five ^1.00 each 

The Watchman-Examiner has changed its dress in the last year. It serves as 
a national Baptist magazine, carries news from the Atlantic to the Pacific, has in- 
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teresting articles, and seeks to serve the Christian enterprise. A liberal offer has 
been made as follows, for the price of one year’s subscription of ^2.50, the paper will 
be sent for fifteen months. You can place your subscription at the Convention 
meeting. 

Other Publications. See report Christian Education Department. 

Non-Resident Members 

On vote of the Board, the Convention cooperated with the State Conventions 
and City Mission Societies of The Northern Baptist Convention, in the promotion 
of the non-resident membership enlistment campaign, suggested by the Council of 
Finance and Promotion. The need of such action is evident in the light of the non- 
resident list in Connecticut. The 1937 Annual reports a total membership in Con- 
necticut Baptist Churches of 28,926 and a resident membership of 22,247, showing 
a total of 6,679 non-resident members. The Convention office will continue to co- 
oi>erate with the churches in their effort to re-enlist non-resident members in worship, 
service, giving and in affiliating with churches in the communities of their present 
residence. 


The Judson Fellowship 

This year is the one hundred fiftieth anniversary of the birthday of Adoniram 
Judson at Malden, Massachusetts. The thrilling story of the life and work of 
Adoniram Judson and his wife, Ann Hazeltine, stirs the loyalty of all interested 
in Christian missions and leads to the desire to have fellowship in such a service. 
That opportunity is afforded for this fellowship in service by the Judson Fellowship. 
Any one may become a Judson Fellow by the payment of ^5.00 over and above 
his regular giving and a Junior Fellow is made by the payment of ^1.00 over and 

above the regular giving by any one under the age of 19 years. The Convention 

urges the Baptists of our state to make successful this effort to pay tribute to these 

great missionaries and to help carry on our great work of Christianizing the world. 

"The Destruction That Wasteth” 

1938 will be remembered, in Connecticut and neighboring states, as the year 
when destruction, in the form of flood and hurricane, cast down trees, swept away 
cottages, sea walls and shipping, and left in its wake broken homes and sorrowing 
hearts. A number of our churches were badly damaged, some of our people were 
on the casualty list of dead or missing. The Connecticut Baptist Convention extends 
sympathy to the churches and individuals who suffered loss of friends and damage 
to property, in the hurricane and floods of September. 

Conclusion 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention, organized in 1823, provides a means, 
through which the churches and individuals, within its fellowship, may extend their 
influence and service beyond the area of the local church and community into the 
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state, the nation and the world. The parish of the church is the world. The 
world is in trouble, through war, rumors of war and devastation by wind and water. 
The world needs Christ’s compassion and the Christian ministry of helpfulness. 
Modern Christians need to become yoke-fellows with the "Good Samaritan” in 
service to a world in need. Opportunity coupled with desire, on the highway of 
service, will travel far toward ushering in the day of which Tennyson sings — 

"Till the war-drum throbb’d no longer. 

And the battle-flags were furl’d 

In the Parliament of man, the Federation of the world.” 

To hasten that day we need a church in a world parish, such as Theodore Parker 
saw, when he wrote — ■ 

'Let us have a church for the whole man: 

Truth for the mind 
Good works for the hands. 

Love for the heart 

And for the soul, that inspiration after perfection, 

That unfaltering faith in God, 

Which, like lightning in the clouds. 

Shines brightest when elsewhere it is dark.” 

Prayer, service, gift, time, talent and devotion are means within the Christian’s power 
to use in the service of humanity, for the salvation of civilization, the victory of the 
Church and the coronation of Christ. "Lead on Oh King Eternal.”

CONNECTICUT BAPTIST BOARD OF PROMOTION 

For the Year Ending April 30, 1938 

To The Connecticut Baptist Convention and 

The Council on Finance and Promotion: 

The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion (Missionary Committee) in ac- 
cordance with Article III, Section 1, Paragraph (d) of the By-laws of the Board of 
Managers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, herewith submits its Fourteenth 
Annual Report for your consideration. 

Organization 

While this Board, in practice, is not under the direct control of the Board of 
Managers of the Convention, no action is ever taken without the approval of the 
official representative of the State Convention, and the following details of organization 
show its direct relationship. Of the twenty voting members of the Board, ten are 
elected by the State Convention as their representatives, besides the General Secretary, 
who is a member ex-officio; one was elected by the Executive Committee of the Con- 
vention to represent the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut; seven (Con- 
necticut residents) are appointed by the National Societies of The Northern Baptist 
Convention to represent them respectively; and only one (Connecticut resident) is ap- 
pointed by the Council on Finance and Promotion to represent that body. Almost 
all of the members are also members of the Board of Managers of the Convention. 

The Director 

The Director of Promotion, if the Convention representative approves, is chosen 
by the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion as their executive officer, subject to 
the approval of the Council on Finance and Promotion and official appointment by 
the Administrative Committee of The Northern Baptist Convention. The Director 
is also the bonded agent of the N. B. C. in the Connecticut area for the collection of 
missionary monies and the forwarding of the same to the treasurer in New York 
City. Annual reports are made to the Council on Finance and Promotion and to 
The Connecticut Baptist Convention, subject to their approval. 

Budget 

The budget for the expenses of the office of the Director is provided by the 
Council on Finance and Promotion, and while the details of expenditure are super- 
vised by the Board of Promotion, the control of the budget, in the last analysis, is 
naturally with the Council who provide it. All monies handled by the Director, 
either as expenses in connection with his promotional activities, or as collections from 
the churches as bonded agent of the N. B. C. are officially audited annually. The 
financial audited statement forms the latter part of this report. 
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Meetings and Activities 

The Board of Promotion has had two regular meetings during the year under 
review; one on June 21, 1937, and one on November 2, 1937, both at Baptist Head- 
quarters in Hartford. Every effort of the Board has been directed to its task, as 
provided by the Constitution of the Convention, of conducting the annual "cam- 
paign to raise the unified budget of the Convention and the co-operating and affiliated 
societies of The Northern Baptist Convention. In this interest, the report is divided 
into two parts, corresponding to the duties of the Director of Promotion set forth 
in the By-laws of the Board of Managers, Article IV, Section 6, "Duties of the 
Officers of the Board of Managers.” 1. "The promotion of the dissemination of 
information concerning the missionary program of the Northern Baptist Convention” 
and 2, "The raising of the apportionment of Connecticut Baptist churches toward 
the Unified Budget.” 

PART I. DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION 

A. The Forward Movement in 1937-1938 

At the first meeting of the Board on June 21, 1937, Rev. M. Forest Ashbrook 
of The Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board, outlined the denominational pro- 
gram for the year. The subject was "The Forward Movement for 1937-1938”, being 
a continuation of the Forward Movement of the two previous years. The activities 
of the year were divided into three periods: 1. May 1 to November 14, an effort 
to increase the Givers of Record in the churches by 15 for each 100 members; 2. No- 
vember, December, and January, a Tithing Adventure in the Churches; and 3. Feb- 
ruary through April 30, "Baptist Church Advance”. The end of the year slogan: 
"Double Your Gifts in April” was not heard of at that time. 

Free Literature 

For use in these periods free literature was prepared by the Council on Finance 
and Promotion and distributed to the churches from the Promotion office: "15 Ad- 
ditional Givers of Record”, "Burning Facts”, "A Tithing Experiment”, "The Tithe 
as Rent”, "A Calendar of Coordinated Denominational Activities”, Every Member 
Canvass materials, and several others. 

Literature for Sale 

Besides the free literature mentioned above a large quantity of literature that 
was sold for a nominal price was distributed through the Hartford office. "Better 
Baptist Churches”, a book of excellent material, was prepared by Rev. F. C. Stifler, 
D. D., based largely on "Burning Facts” and sold for 20 cents a copy. Every pastor 
was supplied with a copy, whether he paid or not, and in a number of instances the 
book was used as a study book in church school classes, in Sunday evening services, 
in the prayer meetings, and in Schools of Missions. 3,250 copies of the January 
booklet, "I Discover My Church”, reported as the best of its kind yet produced, was 
sold to the churches. A large number of copies of "A Book of Remembrance” and 
"From Ocean to Ocean” were also sold to persons ordering them. 
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Stereopticon Lectures 

As in years past considerable interest was shown in the use of the stereopticon 
lectures and lantern slides. The lecture: "Burning Facts” was in great demand as 
were the lectures on the Mission Study subjects for the year, in particular. Twenty- 
five churches used the lectures, but a total of 80 individual lectures were given. Some 
use was made also of the moving pictures available, but since these were ordered 
direct from New York, no complete record was kept in our office. 


B. Missionaries and National Speakers 

Besides Mr. Ashbrook, who addressed the first meeting of the Board, and the 
more than 230 addresses delivered by the Director of Promotion, the following 35 
persons gave one or more addresses in Connecticut Baptist Churches and groups, in 
the interest of the dissemination of denominational and missionary information: Mrs. 
John P. Davies, Miss Flora Ernst, Miss Ruth Bugbee, Rev. W. A. Aschenbach, Miss 
Delphine Avery, Dr. H. B. Benninghcff, Miss Dorothy Dowell, Miss Leah Hicks, 
Miss Cecelia Johnson, Miss Elsie Kappen, Rev. B. H. Luebeck, Miss Leona Llewellyn, 
Rev. E. S. Bucket, Mrs. W. S. Lincoln, Dr. F. W. Meyer, Dr. John L. Morrison, Dr. 
H. S. Myers, Mrs. Henrietta Peters, Dr. W. A. Petzoldt, Dr. Dryden Phelps, Dr. 
Earle V. Pierce, Miss Annie L. Prince, Dr. C. M. Dinsmore, Miss Marian H. Reif- 
sneider. Dr. John W. Elliott, Rev. U. S. G. Sension, Dr. Luther W. Smith, Dr. 
Joseph Taylor, Rev. J. W. Thomas, Dr. P. C. Wright, Rev. and Mrs. C. R. Vichert, 
Charles A. Wells, Dr. W. S. K. Yeapla, Miss Helen A. Yost. 

Speakers for Special Occasions 

Besides the missionaries, who spent from one day to three weeks in our state, 
mention should also be made of Mr. Charles A. Wells, who had a series of engage- 
ments here. Among others who made special contribution to the success of the year 
was Rev. R. D. Williamson, who was our Forum leader. 

Speakers Under Other Auspices 

The Connecticut Baptist Woman’s Mission Society and the Connecticut World 
Wide Guild, as well as those responsible for such meetings as the Baptist Assembly 
at Storrs and the Youth Rallies, and the Men’s Council Meetings used missionary 
and national leaders, who were not assigned through our Board, but who brought an 
added missionary impact on the people of the state. 

Thanks 

Since the above service was rendered to the churches without any charge or ex- 
penses to them by and through the Field Activities Department of the Council on 
Finance and Promotion, we wish to acknowledge our very great debt of gratitude, 
and hereby extend our thanks and appreciation for this service. 
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C. Activities of the Director 

Having traveled approximately 15,000 miles by motor within the state in the 
interest of promotion and several additional miles by motor-bus and train, and having 
delivered many scheduled addresses at churches, church schools, prayer meetings, 
church nights, men’s meetings, women’s meetings, young people’s gatherings, banquets, 
forums, association meetings, the Director has not neglected the usual routine of the 
office. This includes correspondence, office conferences, distributing literature, book- 
ing stereopticon lectures, providing missionary speakers and the details of their travel, 
assisting with Schools of Missions, arranging schedules for speakers, and holding con- 
ferences with church officers on church problems and discussionals on "Better Baptist 
Churches’’. During the illness of Dr. Gates considerable time was given to assisting 
with State Convention matters, particularly to the general oversight of the New 
American churches and their problems in cooperation with Mr. Crittenden and others. 
The Director also acted as correspondent for The Watchman-Examiner in the ab- 
sence of Dr. Gates. He also led a study course at the Summer Assembly at Storrs 
and acted as bursar in the collection of fees. 

As collector for The Northern Baptist Convention he received funds from in- 
dividuals and churches for the Unified Budget, special donations for the China Re- 
lief Fund and for the State Convention, and other objects and forwarded them to 
New York, being assisted in the bookkeeping and correspondence incident thereto 
by Miss Elizabeth M. Raymond. Occasionally during the year Miss Peggy Wong 
was called in to help with the office work. 

The Director was Secretary for the Baptist Men’s Council of Connecticut (See 
report by the President) , was a member of the Field Administration Committee of 
the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education, and was Editor and 
Business Manager of The Connecticut Baptist. 


D. The Connecticut Baptist 

If proof were needed of the interest of the Board of Promotion in The Con- 
necticut Baptist an evidence might be found in the amount of subsidy provided from 
Promotion Funds in recent years. A glance at the Annual Financial Report of the 
business manager for the year ending April 30, 1938, shows an expenditure for this 
purpose of ^325.00. The change of date of the report is in accord with a recent 
vote by the Board of Promotion and approval is being asked by the Board of Man- 
agers of the Convention. On approval by the Publicity Committee the names of 
about 1,000 persons, who had made no response even after a third notice had been 
sent, were dropped from the list, since, generally speaking, those who do not pay do 
not read. Of the present subscription list of just over 1,300’, about 100 are com- 
plimentary for definite reasons. A saving in printing has been effected by this re- 
duction and also by a change in printer. Better paper is now being used and the 
introduction of an addressing machine into the office has facilitated the mailing 
each month. It is hoped that new paid subscriptions and economies in production 
may put a better paper into more Baptist homes at less cost to Promotion Funds 
and to the State Convention Funds. Every Baptist home should have this 


paper 
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which costs only 25 cents a year. We are very grateful to those women in the 
churches who have given their assistance in the interest of The Connecticut Baptist. 
We want some one in each church to represent the paper. 

E. Forward Forums 

Between January 12 and February 4, 1938, eighteen Fordward Forums were 
held on the subject "Better Baptist Churches”, under the leadership of Rev. R. D. 
Williamson of the Stewardship Department of the Council on Finance and Promo- 
tion. The Director attended all of these meetings as inspirational speaker. More 
interest was shown this year than last and it is hoped that this type of meeting 
might be continued. Places of meetings were as follows: Norwalk, Community; 
Danbury, New Fdope; Bridgeport, First; Waterbury, Grace; Shelton, First; New 
Fdaven, Calvary; Meriden, First; Essex, First; Mystic, Union; Moosup; New London, 
First; Norwich, Third; Putnam, First; Willimantic, First; Stafford; Winsted, First; 
Bristol and West Hartford, First. 

PART II. RAISING THE BUDGET 

A. Remarks on Collections 

The total amount collected in the state for the year was ^100,088.93. This was 
a decrease from 1936-37 by ^4,630.45. Although the total designations were less 
than in 1936-1937, designations to the State Convention were definitely on the in- 
crease and "Specifics” for the year jumped from ^450.77 in 1936-37 to ^5,767.92 in 
1937-38 (including China Relief) so that the amount collected in distributable money 
was very materially reduced. This would seem to indicate that Designations and 
Specifics, instead of increasing the giving, as some have argued, sometimes tends in 
the other direction. Of course, there are other elements in the situation. But with 
few exceptions our churches could have done better in their giving during this past 
year. Out of 148 churches listed, 12 are reported closed, so that the 136 reported 
active gave as follows: One gave ^2.00 that gave nothing in 1936-37. Twelve gave 
nothing in 1937-38. Thirteen gave the same as in 1936-37. Forty-seven made an 
increase in their giving while 63 pulled their record down by giving less than they 
gave the year before. More churches began the plan of sending their money each 
month, which we hope will prove contagious. The slogan: "1/1 2th of the quota 
monthly” would help greatly if adopted by all the churches.

General Fund: 

In verification of cash received by the Connecticut Agency, we compared du- 
plicate receipts with entries in the donation register and found all in agreement, ex- 
cept receipt number 554, dated March 21, 1938, for ^10.00, for which the entry in 
the register was ^5.32. Although the figure in the upper right-hand corner and the 
wording in the body of the receipt was for ^10.00, we noted that the allocation thereon 
(i. e. State Convention) was for ^5.32. Total cash received by this Agency, as shown 
by the donation register, and by duplicate receipts (after reducing latter by ^4.68) 
was deposited intact in the Hartford National Bank & Trust Company. 

The disposition of all receipts for the account of Connecticut is shown on page 
64- The amount paid to the Connecticut Baptist Convention for the account of the 
Suffield School was found , to be correct as 2.09% cf the undesignated receipts of 
this agency, as reduced by ^1.00, being the amount overpaid in error in the preceding 
year.. 

There was no balance on hand at either the beginning or end of the period, as 
certified to us by the depositary. 


Expense Fund: 

This is operated as an imprest fund, being replenished monthly by the New 
York board upon receipt of expense vouchers and credit memoranda. A summary

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THE CHRISTIAN EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 

The work of this department has been carried this year against some extraordinary 
limitations. The continuous decrease in our expense budget has restricted the pro- 
motion of our educational program and weakened the effectiveness of many important 
projects. The time of the director has been divided between this work and that of 
the Convention administrative duties, in the absence of the general secretary for nine 
months, on account of illness. Nevertheless, we have met most of the requests for 
services on the field and no important phase of our work has gone without attention. 

Children’s Work 

One of the serious losses in our work has been the necessity of doing without 
the assistance of a children’s work director since the resignation of Mrs. P. E. Dixon, 
after eight years of excellent leadership in this capacity. The director has taken 
over the promotion of children’s work with the continued counsel and assistance of 
Mrs. Dixon, Miss Mary E. Balch, and others, with expert experience in this part of 
our program. We have worked in close cooperation with Miss Pearl Rosser, our 
national children’s work director, and kept the workers in our churches informed 
about materials, special emphases and seasonal programs. Much of this has been 
done through correspondence, convention exhibits, conferences, personal interviews, 
and local church teachers’ meetings. Courses in children’s work have been given in 
teacher training classes and at the summer assembly. The children’s work division 
of our annual state conference for local church workers was well attended with good 
results in the sharing of successful plans and experiences. 

Vacation Schools 

Most all of our foreign language missions and about one-third of our churches 
conducted church vacation schools. Practically all of the work in these schools was 
in the children’s grades and several of them were occasions of practice teaching under 
supervision, for the young people and adults who served as volunteer teachers. We 
cooperated with the State Council of Churches in a special effort to enlist churches 
not doing any vacation school work and in state and area coaching conferences for 
vacation school workers. 

Young People 

Young people’s work has received its full measure of attention in numerous 
local church teachers’ meetings, young people’s rallies and conventions. The New 
London area and a group of churches in the central part of the state are organized 
for interchurch fellowship and rallies which have been active during the year. Hartford 
and New Haven Associations have provided for young people’s sessions in their annual 
meetings. Ashford and Stonington Union Associations hold annual Bible School 
Conventions, including the work of all age levels in their programs. A fine group of 
youth leaders participated in our annual conference for local church workers held at 
Essex in June. Because our young people’s work could not be included in the State 
Convention program held jointly with other Protestant conventions in New Haven, 
it was necessary to set up a separate convention program for our young people this 
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year. A day of inspiring conferences and an evening of joyous banquet fellowship, 
for more than three hundred were provided for them in Hartford, on December 29th 
with the Central Baptist Church serving as host. 

The Summer Assembly at Storrs in July marked the high point of interest for 
the year, with an enrollment of 150 delegates and 21 adult councilors and teachers. 
The usual training for leadership was ofFered, including Bible, missions, teaching, life 
work, and courses in personal religion and life problems. The richest and most lasting 
values in this project appear to be the far reaching changes in the lives of those who 
find here a new experience of religion and the incentive to a higher plane of Christian 
living. A committee of young people is elected at the assembly each year to counsel 
with the state director and the committee on Christian Education concerning the as- 
sembly program and other state wide youth activities. 

A small delegation of our young people participated in the New England Baptist 
School of Methods at Ocean Park, Maine. The writer shared in setting up the 

Ocean Park program and taught two large classes in the Life of Christ. This school 
increased in attendance to well over six hundred this year. 

For the past several years we have participated in the regional youth confer- 
ences sponsored by the Youth Movement Continuation Committee of The Northern 
Baptist Convention. Last year these regional meetings were dropped and a special 
conference was held in Chicago for a highly selected group of youth with special 
leadership ability for areas in the middle western states. This year the program 

will be conducted in New York City the last week in December for the benefit of 
the eastern states. A half dozen outstanding young men and women, twenty to 
twenty-five years of age, are being selected from our state to get first hand ac- 
quaintance with our denominational program and our national leaders. 

Adult Work 

A new day of interest in the ' Christian education of adults is here. We have 
discovered that we shall never make much further progress in the salvation of this 
generation of children without Christian education for their parents. The United 
Christian Adult Movement seeks to vitalize the forces for building the Kingdom of 
God as they apply to the issues of life faced by this adult generation. We commend 

the Learning for Life Program as offering the best guide to local groups wishing to 

find materials for adult groups of all kinds. The School in Christian Living is a 
church night program, generally extending through periods of six weeks, and may 
include groups of young people as well as adults- The Baptist adaptation of this 
program from the United Christian Adult Movement grew out of a joint confer- 
ence at the Milwaukee meeting of The Northern Baptist Convention between the 
Adult Education Division of The American Baptist Publication Society and the De- 
partment of Evangelism of The American Baptist Home Mission Society. It pro- 
vides for the study of evangelism, as well as the local School of Missions and a wide 
range of subjects related to the various needs of the local church. We are glad to 
report that this program is being called for by so many churches that a second edition 
of promotional literature is being printed. 
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Our program of Christian Education for the state is the local application of the 
spiritual forces moving in American Protestantism through our denominational and 
interdenominational channels. The director, being employed jointly by the State 
Convention and The American Baptist Publication Society, connects us directly with 
our national denominational program. He attended the biennial meeting of The 
American Baptist Publication Society staff in Chicago last February where the entire 
program was carefully studied for a week. Careful revision of materials and program 
emphases for all departments were worked out. The most sigmficant of these em- 
phases is a four-year plan for strengthening the leadership in our churches. This is 
in line with a general movement throughout the evangelical churches of America and 
ought to strike a universal response from our churches. It is also in line with our 
present denominational interest in the local church. Beginning with the fall of 1939 
we hope all our denominational agencies will unite in a common effort to strengthen 
the leadership of our churches. 

Our Baptist educational leadership is recognized as one of the major factors in 
the great religious movements of the country. Following our Baptist directors meet- 
ing in February, our state and national workers participated in the annual meetings 
of The International Council of Religious Education. Here we come into immediate 
relation with all the forces working together for the spiritual redemption of America. 
At this meeting the writer was elected to membership on the International Committee 
on Religious Education of Adults, which acts as the administrative committee for The 
United Christian Adult Movement. It is from this source that we get the Learning 
for Life Program, Schools in Christian Living, and many other ideas vital to the 
spiritual forces in our American church life. 

In June the director attended the Quadrennial meeting of The International 
Convention of Religious Education in Columbus, Ohio, and appeared on the program 
as a group leader in the adult education section. The message of this great con- 
vention echoing throughout the country is that Christianity is not on the defensive 
against the world, but that Christianity challenges the world to accept Christ as the 
only way of salvation. Both the professional and lay leadership of the church found 
fresh courage here to lay aside pessimism and fears and call upon the world to give 
the Christian way of life a test, with conquering faith in the ultimate triumph of 
the Kingdom of God over the powers of darkness. It is this spirit which gives re- 
newed spiritual force to the real objectives of Christian education. 


Cooperation in Connecticut 

The Christian Education Department has served to keep our churches in func- 
tional relation to the cooperative forces working throughout the state. We adapted 
our State Convention program to make it a part of the "United Advance Conven- 
tion” with eleven other denominations meeting together in New Haven last October. 
In addition to carrying the details of arrangement and the secretarial work of our 
Convention meetings, the writer supervised the assemblying of a very extensive educa- 
tional exhibit for the joint convention and directed one of the seminar conferences. 
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This convention proved to be an experiment of far reaching interest attracting the at- 
tention of the entire country and meeting with quite general approval among our 
people. 

In addition to this we have kept up the usual cooperative relations through the 
State Council of Churches and Religious Education in the promotion of summer con- 
ferences, vacation schools, leadership education, the state youth fellowship United 
Christian Adult Movement, commmuriity surveys, et cetera. During the year there 
has developed a response from young adults in the churches, in the form of young 
married people’s clubs, and the launching of an annual state conference for these 
groups. Our churches may find this movement filling a great gap in their programs. 
The writer has been in frequent counsel with committees and officials of the State 
Council and has been active as a member of the executive committee and chairman 
of the field administration committee. 

The American Baptist Publication Society 

This department functions as a state unit in our national program of Christian 
Education through The American Baptist Publication Society. The expenses are 
born jointly by the Society and the State Convention. It has been a year of dis- 
turbing financial insecurity, forcing upon us distressing economies and requiring some 
far reaching adjustments in the services of the organizations involved. Large reduc- 
tions in operating budgets and the closing of our New England Branch for the dis- 
tribution of church supplies are outstanding problems. If our people will manifest a 
patient and sympathetic attitude during this time of adjustment the situation will be 
met with the least possible loss to the progress of our Kingdom work. All orders 
are to be directed, from now on, to 1701 Chestnut Street, Philadelphia, Pa. 

Dr. Owen C. Brown has retired as the executive secretary of The American 
Baptist Publication Society after many years of devoted service and Dr. Luther Wesley 
Smith of Syracuse, New York, becomes his successor. With the coming of Dr. 
Smith to this high post of leadership, we may expect to move forward to a solution 
of these pressing problems. 

Our Publications 

We continue to revise and improve our lessons and periodical literature. The 
new graded lessons for intermediates v/ere recently completed. Last year we were 
given a new course for the first year of the senior high school grade which is meet- 
ing a long delayed need. This fall the lessons for the second year of high school are 
released. We do not hesitate to commend these materials as measuring up to the 
standards of our excellent system of graded lessons. Our monthly magazines. Chil- 
dren’s Leader, Young People’s Leader, and Adult Leader are indispensable to our 
teachers and heads of departments. Every Baptist home, with any concern for whole- 
some Christian atmosphere and the cultivation of the taste for good reading, should 
receive our weekly story papers: Story World, Junior World, Girl’s World, Youth’s 
World and Young People. The book exhibits at our State Convention, summer as- 
sembly and other public gatherings are to be counted among the many services of 
The American Baptist Publication Society. 
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Conclusion 

The objectives for all our efforts in Christian education are the development of 
Christian character and the full release of all our spiritual resources for bringing in 
the Kingdom of God. It is a ministry that recognizes no organizational boundaries 
and no age limits. It seeks to strengthen all the functions of the church and to 
proclaim the unsearchable riches of grace in Christ that all our people may know 
the love of Christ, which passeth knowledge and be filled with all the fulness of 
God. (Eph. 3:19) In this spirit we advance with the forward movements of the 
church for our day.

REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE, 

FOR THE YEAR 1938. 

Rev. Albert E. Hylan 

Rev. Albert E. Hylan died in January, 1938. He graduated from Brown Uni- 
versity in the class of 1892, and from Newton Theological Seminary in 1895. He 
was ordained at the Baptist Church in Westboro, Mass., in 1895 and served that 
church as Pastor until 1902. Other pastorates in Massachusetts were at Vineyard 
Haven, and Holden. He served as pastor of the Poquonnock Bridge Church in 
Connecticut for a period of seven years. An earnest student who ever found his 
delight in the study of the scriptures and their interpretation. He was also an 
enthusiastic nature student, an active member of the Springfield Bird Club to whose 
records he had contributed interesting papers. His friends ever found a walk in 
the woods with him a source not only of enjoyment, but an intellectual experience of 
great profit. 

Funeral services were held at Holden, Mass., and his body was laid to rest in the 
cemetery at Lunenberg, Mass. The deceased is survived by a widow and two sons. 

Rev. Harry C. Collins 

Rev. Harry C. Collins died on Sunday, March 27, 1938, at the Newark Hos- 
pital, Newark, N. J., after a brief illness. He was born in Georgia and attended the 
Morehouse College, Atlanta, Georgia. At the time of his death he was pastor of 
the Rose Hill Baptist Church, Newark. He had served as pastor of the Mount 
Calvary Baptist Church in Hartford. His widow and two daughters are to make 
their home in Newark. 

Rev. John Wightman Musson, D. D. 

Rev. John Wightman Musson was born in Baltimore December 7, 1871. He 
attended the Public Schools of Washington, D. C. He graduated from the Crozer 
Theological Seminary in 1904 and had received degrees of A. B. and D. B. in 1920 
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and 1922 from the International Christian Bible College, and the degrees of A. M. 
and D. D. in 1923 and 1925 from Eugene Bible University. He was licensed to 
preach July 25, 1901, and ordained June 7, 1904, by the First Baptist Church, 
Washington, D. C. He was pastor of Temple Church, Plainfield, N. J., from 1904 
to 1911, and of the Main Street Church, Meriden, Conn., from 1911 to 1920. He 
died May 12, 1938. 


Rev. William Clements 

Rev; William Clements, pastor of the church at Preston City, Conn., died at the 
New England Baptist Hospital, Boston, May 16, 1938. He was a graduate of the 
Newton Theological Seminary. He was ordained at Wells, Maine, and had held 
pastorates at Wells and Buxton Center, Maine, the Trinity Baptist Church, Provi- 
dence, R. I., the Third Baptist Church, Fall River, Mass., and Williamstown, Mass., 
and at Preston City, Conn. Funeral services were held at Kenmore Square, Boston, 
and were conducted by Rev. John A. Swetnam, President of the Thames Valley 
Ministerial Conference, he was assisted by Rev. George H. Watt, of Providence, a 
classmate of Mr. Clements at Newton, and Rev. F. W. Tholen, a former pastor of 
the Preston City Church. Representatives of the different churches he had served 
were present and all spoke of the high regard they had for their former pastor, and 
the inspiration he had been to them. He was buried in the cemetery at Springvale, 
Maine. An impressive Memorial Service was held for him by the Preston City Church 
on Sunday evening, July 24th. Mrs. Clements is to make her home with one of 
their daughters in Boston, Mass. 


Rev. Edwin McNeil Poteat, D. D. 

Rev. Edwin McNeil Poteat, D. D., was born February 6, 1861, in Caswell County, 
North Carolina. As an educator, pastor and preacher he had a most distinguished 
career. A graduate of Wake Forest College in the class of 1881 and of the Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary in 1885, and after that a student in various Universities, 
he received the degrees of D. D.; L. L. D.; and Master of Theology from his own 
Alma Mater, from Yale University, Baylor University, and the University of North 
Carolina. He was ordained and served as pastor of the Baptist Church of Chapel 
Flill, North Carolina, in 1885. Other pastorates were at the Lee Street church, 
Baltimore, Calvary Church, New Haven, the Memorial Church, Philadelphia, the 
First Church, Richmond, Va., and the Second Church, Atlanta, Ga. As president 
of Furman University from 1903 to 1918 he rendered a notable administration. As 
a teacher of ethics and comparative religion he had served the University of Shanghai, 
China; Mercer University, Macon, Ga.; had taught the Ancient Languages at Wake 
Forest College, and had served as lecturer in various subjects at many schools and 
colleges. He was the preacher of the Annual sermon for our Convention when they 
met here in Meriden in 1898. For two years he served as the Executive Secretary of 
the Northern Baptist Convention, 1919 to 1921. A clear thinker, with an ability in 
the expression of his thought that is rarely excelled, and with an enthusiasm for the 
advancement of the Kingdom of God ever manifest he wrought well and fought 
valiantly in his day and generation. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

The ComiTiittee is glad to again speak a good word concerning evangelism and 
to commend the earnest efforts of our faithful pastors and consecrated Christian 
workers in the interest of this foremost task of the Christian Church. The forthcom- 
ing Milwaukee Annual of our denomination will report 51,139 baptisms for the con- 
vention year. This is an increase of 3,139 over last year and marks the turning of 
the tide, after a 12-year decline, which brought us to a new low of 48,000' a year ago. 
Dr. Walter W. Woodbury, secretary of evangelism of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, interprets this increase as an indication that we are riding on an 
incoming tide of evangelistic interest. We all hope and pray that this may be true. 
If it is true, then every pastor and church is challenged to make the most of the psy- 
chological hour by promoting evangelism with new fervor and faith. 

We believe that the churches of the Connecticut Convention have contributed 
their full share to this denomination wide increase. 889 baptisms are recorded and 
386 letters for this period. 

To secure a church letter is often a real triumph in evangelism. It is more dif- 
ficult to convince some church-members to transfer their letter and to become active 
again in the Church than to win a new convert for Christ. Frequently the transfer 
of a letter marks the revival of a dying interest and a re-enlistment of a nominal 
Christian in worship and service. The work of salvaging inactive, non-producing, 
back-sliden members of the Church is as important as the so-called saving of the 
soul of a lost one. He who finds a life and saves it is near alike in greatness to the 
God who made it. 

Our observation leads us to believe that the pastors not only have evangelistic 
passion but are seeking in a great variety of ways to bear the witness of the Gospel. 
Some churches are more evangelistically inclined than others but, all together, we 
present a mighty and effective force for righteousness and for redemption. 

We regret the fact that circumstances prevented the holding of the Pastor’s Re- 
treat, planned for September 22nd at Deep River. A strong program was prepared 
as the contribution of the Minister’s Council to the preparation of the Pastor for 
this season’s work. We feel sure that had the storm not prevented the influences of 
this day would have been felt, throughout the months, in a new and spiritualized 
evangelism. We strongly recommend that a similar retreat be planned for next Fall. 

This is the seventh report that I have presented on behalf of the Committee and 
I have refrained purposely from re-reading any of them. However, at the risk of 
repetition, I desire to speak of the scope of our evangelism in the life and organization 
of the local church. The Church exists to bear faithful and continuous witness to 
the saving power of Christ. To do less is to be unfaithful to our stewardship. It 
follows then that every phase of church life and every activity of each organization, 
within the local church, must be conceived as contributory to the onward, steady flow 
of the evangelistic current. We cannot divide the church program and the church 
workers or work into secular or sacred. Christ is not divided and neither can the 
Church allow a division of purpose or method. The Board of Trustees and Ladies’ 
Aid Society are a part of the whole and should be considered, and in reality, should 
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be, as spiritual and evangelical as the deacons and the deaconesses. Even the Men’s 
Club exists as an integral part of the evangelistic program of the Church or else 
it is unworthy. 

May it not be that one of the serious contributing causes of the lowered spiritual 
life of our membership is due to the gradual but certain undermining of the spiritual 
life of members by the encroachment of the social and secular emphasis into our 
auxiliary organizations. It is a fact that about the only contact many members have 
with the church is through these organizations and the best way to win them to an 
interest in worship and personal Christian living is by lifting the tone and practice of 
the organization program. 

The Committee commends the SCHOOL OF CHRISTIAN LIVING as a 
splendid means of saving many of our group organizations from futility, if not from 
being a real liability. One church has secured the consent of fifteen organizations to 
give a portion of the regular meeting to the study and discussion of topics chosen 
from the Adult Electric Courses in the "Learning for Life” program. The develop- 
ment of such a program within the present auxiliary groups may have far-reaching 
results in spiritualizing the purpose, activities and achievements of these groups. The 
Committee urges this, because, unless we can evangelize those within the church we 
cannot hope to enlist any great number from outside. 

It is equally true that the purpose and program of the church is one, and to 
speak of Missions or Christian Education or Social Action as though they were not 
evangelism is un-true, un-wise and un-fair. Evangelism comprehends the whole pro- 
gram of the Church and anyone who contributes to the success of any phase of the 
whole task has shared the privilege and is an evangelist to that extent. The evan- 
gelism that enlists only, may bring with it an unseen promise of disillusionment and 
a certain 'falling away’ from the 'first love’ which so often proves to be emotional 
and super-ficial and short-lived. Evangelism is the enlistment of persons in the service 
of Christ and the enrichment of their lives by every means at the command of the 
Christian Church. 

The Committee is ready to help, in any way possible, the work of evangelism in 
our churches. Pastors are invited to seek assistance from the Committee. A small 
appropriation makes possible the holding of special evangelistic efforts this season in 
two or three of our churches, as a possible test demonstration of the effectiveness, 
either of the method of mass meetings or of the parish plan of personal visitation. 
Pastors who are interested in such a project will please speak to the chairman of the 
committee at your earliest opportunity. 

Let us enter into our work, this year, with the sense of victory. Let us cease 
talking about failure and think only in terms of success. The Church has problems 
and always will have them. We are set, not only for the defense of the Gospel, but 
for the over-coming of all the difficulties and hinderances that arise in the way of 
progress. Christ is on our side and cannot fail only as we fail Him. The human 
element often breaks down and frequently at the point of leadership but with God 
on our side we should be as bold as Luther. 
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A mighty fortress is our God, 

A bulwark never failing; 

Our Helper He, amid the flood. 

Of mortal ills prevailing. 

Did we in our own strength confide. 

Our striving would be losing; 

Were not the right man on our side. 

The man of God’s own choosing. 

And though this world, with demons filled, 

Should threaten to undo us. 

We will not fear, for God hath willed 
His truth to triumph through us.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL SERVICE 

Instead of reporting on work done and things achieved the Committee on Social 
Action this year feels that it might better make certain recommendations, and urge 
that the pastors of the state persist in an effort to increase the social consciousness of 
their churches; to keep their members informed as to the most vital current social 
issues and what has been done and is being attempted in the way of social betterment. 

We recognize that the church must enter the field of social action with caution 
and great wisdom, but also with conviction and courage. Without taking sides in 
what may appear as a class conflict the church must still take a firm stand for righteous- 
ness, fairness, and justice in all the relationships of men. Without becoming involved 
with any group it must stand apart and insist that the Spirit of Christ must govern 
the actions of all groups. 

It is still a question in the minds of many as to how the church can operate 
most effectively in the field of social action. Where do we take hold? ' The Com- 
mittee offers a few suggestions. First of all it is the duty of the church to equip 
the individual with spiritual power, with breadth of wisdom and depth of insight, 
which will make him capable of proper social action in the group to which he belongs, 
and in all his relationships. This is the raw material, and the fundamental founda- 
tion of all our hopes for better social conditions. We must emphasize the fact that 
Christianity not only equips us to live, but to live with others in the spirit of Christ. 

Further we affirm some faith in social betterment through legislation when backed 
by public sentiment. It is therefore the duty of the pastors and the church members 
to be informed as to what is being attempted in the way of social legislation, and to 
lend whole-hearted support to such measures as seem to commend themselves to the 
Christian conscience. The evils of alcoholism have been ably and helpfully dealt with 
at this convention. You will be alive to all measures helpful in the control of this 
evil, and alert to every move of the enemy to "liberalize” liquor legislation. We 
should be grateful that legalized r3c&-tr3.clc gsmb'Iing W3.s d-Gfcstcd m this ststGj Htid 
be alert for the next attack of those who will never cease to try to establish it. 

In matter of industrial legislation, we can hardly do better than to refer you to 
Occasional Bulletin No. 25 issued by the Social Relations Committee of the Connecticut 
Council of Churches and Religious Education. .Here you will find recommendations 
as to methods of increasing the sense of social responsibility in the churches, and a 
list of some proposed acts that should be of interest to us as churches, such as: Aid 
to Dependent Children, The Guardianship of Children, Juvenile Courts, The Merit 
System for State Employees, The Minimum Wage Law, Local Health Service, Cause, 
Care and Results of Alcoholism. 

Other vital social matter will no doubt occur to the socially alert Christian. What 
could be better than for us to plan definitely to bring these matters to the attention 
of our people from the pulpit and more effectively perhaps in study groups? This 
will create and crystalize the public sentiment without which no social legislation can 
ever be efficient.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF WOMAN’S BAPTIST MISSION 
SOCIETY OF CONNECTICUT 

October 21, 1938. 

Our giving this past year has been affected by the depression, but our interest 
in Missions is mounting. The C. W. C. boys and girls have read more missionary 
books. Mr. Tobey, in Noank, put on a School of Missions, which finally involved 
the whole town in the interest it created, and to which the town troop of Sea Scouts 
rendered enthusiastic service. Calvary Church, New Haven, entertained Miss Bugbie, 
of Shanghai Univrsity, for a week and during that time, by informal gatherings, 
and in forums, she made contacts with all departments of the church from children 
to adults. The woman’s society of the Ansonia Church reached the total of sixteen 
Objectives on the Standard of Excellence, a feat hitherto unaccomplished. These are 
a few examples of our increased interest. 

The State women have given as usual through the Gift Boxes, the amount this 
year being over ^3,100. They have also taken part in the 60th Birthday Celebra- 
tion of the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission Society by having many birthday parties 
and by making a gift of over ^2,000.00. 

Miss MacKenzie is happy at the gain which has occurred in almost every phase 
of the Missionary Education Work. There have been 54 additional Mission Study 
Classes and 200 more sermons and addresses upon Missions. This year 50% of the 
churches have been heard from; let’s make it 75% next year. Begin now to make 
plans for the report. 

Our White Cross has sent out a prodigious amount of work and Mrs. Eddy 
wishes to express her thanks and appreciation to the women for their loyalty and co- 
operation in this huge task. The quotas this year will probably be large, but Con- 
necticut women have never yet failed to make good their 100% record. 

Miss Matilda Utecht, Christian Friendliness Field Worker, has been in the 
state during September, assisting Mrs. Hinton in increasing our activities in friendli- 
ness. 

Time does not allow us to take up the work of the other secretaries, who are all 
making their contribution to our cause. 

Mrs. Leslie Humphrey, nee Helen Barnum, sends in a fine account of W. W. G. 
accomplishments. While only 29 churches have Guild chapters, these 29 have 47 
active chapters with 553 members. They have given ^618.00 to the Special Guild 
Gift, read many books, and almost all have sent in White Cross supplies. Vesper 
services. Rallies, and the Houseparty have stimulated their interest. Mrs. Humphrey 
writes: "It is the Guild Girl of today who will carry on the Woman’s Missionary 
Work of tomorrow. Are we giving her the training and inspiration she needs to help 
her to live up to her letters W. W. G., Woman’s Work Guaranteed?” 

The C. W. C. has 957 boys and girls, who have given to Missions, read many 
books and attended Rallies. Much of the Crusade Work is carried on in the Primary 
and Junior departments of the Church Schools, thus giving many more children an 
opportunity to become acquainted with their brothers and sisters around the world. 
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In spite of the stormy morning, the May meeting found the First Church in 
New London filled with women, who listened to an especially fine program, from 
the opening words by our beloved president on through inspiring addresses by mis- 
sionaries from India and New York City. 

The House Party is reported the "best ever”, with 300 women in attendance. 
Miss Grace Hatch, from Camden, who has been made our Connecticut Special, was 
present, also Miss Tencate, from forty years of service in India. The program was 
beautifully and thoughtfully arranged about the subject "Light”, especially the "Light 
of the World”. It is our hope that that light may shine through our lives into the 
dark places of this state and upon the many problems which face us this year.

Due to illness in my family, your C. W. C. secretary has not been able to carry 
on all of her work this past year. Credit is due Mrs. Lewis Frye, of Hartford, who 
acted for me and the other Associational secretaries for the work accomplished. 

We have 957 members enrolled in the Children’s World Crusade. They have 
given to the missionary budget of our denomination, ^243.81.

The church having the group with the largest number of books read in proportion 
to its membership was the Ansonia First Baptist.

The Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council is a state branch of the National Council 
of Northern Baptist Men. 

Because of lack of time in the State Convention Meetings in New Haven, October, 
1937, no opportunity was given for the election of officers and, therefore, the officers 
elected in 1936-37 carried over through 1937-38. 

Several small group meetings were planned at various times during the year but 
on account of an ice storm, in one case, and illness, in another, there was only one 
meeting held and that was at West Haven, in February, 1938. 

Assistance was given in the churches in the matter of securing 15 additional givers 
of record per 100 members in the churches. Several men’s groups encouraged and as- 
sisted in sending students to the Baptist Assembly at Storrs and a few boys repre- 
sented Connecticut, among them Earle Allen of New London, at the Royal Ambas- 
sador Camp at Ocean Park, Maine. Rev. J. J. Allen and Rev. R. O. Seely, and the 
Director of Promotion, were counselors from Connecticut in the Royal Ambassador 
Camp. Attention has been called in the men’s groups in the churches to the use of 
some systematic daily devotion booklet. "The Upper Room” and "The Secret Place” 
are being used. We have been unable to secure key-men in every church. In fact 
there are a large number of Baptist churches which do not have men’s classes or organ- 
izations of any kind for men. 
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The Annual Outing and Conference for men was held September 10-11, 1938, 
at the Montowese House, Indian Neck, Branford. The session opened Saturday after- 
noon with about 25 men present. President Lewis D. Frye called the meeting to order 
and after prayer and singing, a letter was read from A. J. Hudson, the president 
of The Northern Baptist Convention, in which he challenged the men to accept real 
responsibility in the Baptist churches this year. G. T. Bochman gave an interesting and 
challenging report with reference to the matter of marijuana cigarettes. Attention was 
called to a recent report in The Connecticut Citizen with reference to this matter. Rev. 
Floyd L. Carr, of the Missionary Education Department of the Board of Education, 
described the work carried on in the 32 R. A. Boys Camps scattered across the United 
States — the largest one and the one that concerns us most is located at Ocean Park, 
Maine. 

A committee to bring in a report of Objectives for 1938-1939 was appointed by 
the chairman consisting of: Loren Durner, Murray B. Leete, G. T. Bochman and the 
chairman and secretary. 

After supper the evening program began with a speech by Rev. J. Melvin Prior, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church, Bridgeport, on the subject: "Our Men”. Mr. Prior 
described the organization and functioning of the men’s club of the First Church and 
the interest was such that Mr. Prior was asked to send a copy of the organization of 
the men’s group to the secretary. It was suggested that men’s groups in the churches 
wishing to organize should write to the secretary for the Bridgeport organization plan. 

The president was asked to appoint a committee to study and present to the Coun- 
cil during the year some plan of organization, including a Constitution. 

Dr. Gates, the general secretary of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, gave a 
very appealing message on the matter of the church’s relationship to the M. & M. B. 
Board, especially as it concerned the plan for each church to provide a pension for its 
minister through the M. & M. B. Board. Dr. Herbert J. White, of Branford, closed 
the evening with an address on the subject: "The Fear of a New Experience”. 

Sunday morning at nine o’clock, Mr. Carr talked to the men on Royal Ambassador 
Methods. At the church service in Branford, Rev. Bruce E. Jackson, of the Field 
Activities Department of the Council on Finance and Promotion, gave the first part of 
an address on "The Abundant Life”. At the afternoon session, Mr. Jackson gave the 
second half of the address. 

The committee on Objectives reported and the following were adopted: 

1. A more closely knit organization. 

2. Cooperation with the M. & M. B. Board for the promotion of the pension plan 

among our Connecticut Baptist churches. 

3. Wholehearted acceptance of the Five-Point Program submitted to us by Mr. Hud- 
son, president of the N. B. C. 

(1.) A large enlistment in the Judson Fellowship. 
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(2.) A definite program to secure Sunday church attendance, with particular 
attention to church members who are on the "fringe” and somewhat 
"cool” and having worked out a program, "Hammer at It” all the year. 

(3.) In cooperation with the pastor, plan at least four distinctly missionary 
services, including "Men and Missions” Sunday, during the year. 

(4.) A definite work to encourage every member in daily reading of the 
Bible and prayer. Particular attention is called to our own denomina- 
tional publication, "The Secret Place”. 

(5.) Putting into effect in every church a definite program of evangelism. 

4. Better men’s organizations serving Christ, church and fellowmen in our Baptist 
Churches, with a study of the plan of action now in use in the First Baptist 
Church, Bridgeport. 

5. Every Baptist Church in the state represented at the Council meeting next year. 

6. Promotion of work for and with boys by the men in each church. See programs 
and materials available through the R. A. organization. 

7. To implement these Objectives regional suppers should be held during the fall and 
winter. 

At the State Convention meeting in Meriden, Thursday, October 20, at a 
supper, especially for men, in the First Baptist Church, the officers (as listed above) 
were elected.

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REPORT OF THE STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL OF THE 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

During the year the Committee on Ministerial Standing has been enlarged from 
six to nine members, three of whom are laymen, with the President and General Secre- 
tary of the Convention as members ex-officio, and has been named the State Permanent 
Council 

The duty of the Council is to act in advisory capacity to the churches, pastors and 
Association Councils in matters of ordination, and in other matters as occasion may 
arise. 

The Council maintains a registry of our pastors in Connecticut for the mutual 
helpfulness of churches and pastors. The registry is kept at the office of the Convention. 

The Council prepared a pamphlet of information on Baptist procedure in ordina- 
tions, but the printing is held in abeyance for the present, pending the issue of a similar 
pamphlet by the Northern Baptist Convention. 

Qualifications for Ordination 

The standard of qualifications for ordination as adopted by the Convention in 
1934 is as follows: 

1. The candidate for ordination should be a member of the church which 
ordains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination should be on the recommendation 
of the Association Examining Committee, or, in the event of the lack 
of an Association Permanent Council, upon the recommendation of 
the State Permanent Council. 

3. The educational qualifications for ordination should be: 

(a) Standard college and theological studies with graduation; 

(b) Or, standard theological studies with graduation, besides two 
years of college studies. 

4. If the candidate for ordination has not had the educational prepara- 
tion listed above, ordination should not be granted until he has com- 
pleted at least a two years’ course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination should have completed his course of studies, 
and should be either a pastor, or pastor-elect, or under appointment 
for missionary or educational work. 

6. A candidate for ordination should be able to give clear convictions 
of truth upon subject kindred to, God; the Person of Christ; the 
Work of the Holy Spirit; the Church and Its Ordinances; World- 
Wide Missions; and he should be able to give evidence of the implica- 
tions of these truths in their relation to the life of the individual, the 
life of the church, and the life of the world. 
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Procedure of Candidate for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a meeting of the 
candidate with the examining committee of the Association Permanent Council, and 
makes contact with the State Council. 

2. Upon recommendation of the examining committee of the Association Per- 
manent Council the church calls said Council through its Moderator to assemble as 
a council of examination for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President and General 
Secretary of the Convention, the State Permanent Council, and such other guests as 
the church and the candidate may desire. 

4 . It is suggested that the date for service of ordination should not be set until 
after the council of examination has recommended that the chutch proceed with the 
ordination service. 

5. Where there is no Association Permanent Council the church of which the 
candidate is a member issues a call to the other churches of the Association to appoint 
their pastor and two delegates to meet in a council of examination for ordination. As 
above, invitations to this council should be sent to the President and General Secretary 
of the Convention, to the State Permanent Council, and to such other guests as the 
church and the candidate may desire. 

Ouring the Year 

The following changes have taken place in the ministry during the year: 

Eight pastors have removed from the State; 

Four pastors have made changes within the State; 

Three have resigned without charge; 

Nine pastors have. been welcomed in the State; 

Four candidates have been ordained; 

Two pastors have entered rest. 

During the year members of the State Permanent Council have attended several 
councils of examination and services of ordination. 


Purpose of the State Permanent Council 

It is the purpose of the Council to perform the duties allotted to it by the Con- 
vention and the Ministers Council, to promote helpful fellowship in the ministry, to 
be of service in an advisory capacity to Associations, to churches and to pastors, as oc- 
casion may arise and when invited to render such service, so that we all, under the 

guidance and blessing of the Holy Spirit, may render a more efficient service in the 

Kingdom of our Lord and Master, whose we are, and whom we serve.

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The 113th Annual Session of the New Haven Baptist Association 
Meeting, at Ansonica, Conn., October 5th, 1938 

The 113 th annual session of the New Haven Baptist Association was held with 
the First Baptist Church of Ansonia, Reverend Earl M. Hand, pastor, on Wednesday, 
October 5, 1938, beginning at 9:45 A. M. 

The devotional period was conducted by the Reverend Robert O. Seely of Shelton- 

The welcome was extended by the Reverend Earl M. Hand, and the Response to 
the Welcome by the Moderator, the Reverend L. T. Mallery of Middletown. 

The printed program was adopted as the order of the day, with the privilege of 
changing it, at the discretion of the Moderator. 

The report of the Treasurer, read and approved. 

Report of the Trustees read and approved, including a recommendation that One 
Hundred Forty Dollars be transferred from the Regular Funds to the Widows and 
Ministers’ Fund. 

At the request of the clerk, his report was deferred until the time of his address, 
which was to be later in the forenoon.

The report of the Obituary Committee was read by the clerk, the Reverend Ed- 
ward M. Conway, including the reading of the names of those who had died during 
the year. Dr. J. B. Pharr led the Memorial Prayer. 

New pastors were at this time welcomed into the association. They were Reverend 
Leonard A. Duce and t.he Reverend Julian Taylor. 

The Report of the Committee on Evangelism deferred, with the clerk to make 
this report, as part of his report. 

The report of the Fellowship Committee was given by the Reverend L. F. Requa 
of Southington. The report was adopted, including a recommendation that Twenty- 
Five Dollars from the Regular Fund be given the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit 
Board. 
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At this point the Reverend D. P. Gaines, President of the Connecticut Convention 
was called upon for a few words. Dr. Gaines brought his greetings and spoke briefly 
of the situation facing some of our churches which were damaged by the hurricane 
of September 21, 1938, and stated that very probably a move should be instituted to 
aid these stricken churches.

Following the sermon the Reverend Harry W. Rogge of Essex spoke most in- 
terestingly and helpfully on the subject, "Redemption of Our Cities.” 

The session then adjourned for lunch. Lunch was served by the ladies of the 
Ansonia Church. 

The afternoon session opened at 1:30 with prayer by the Reverend Julius Kaaz, 
pastor of the German Church, New Haven. 

The committees appointed at the morning session reported as follows: 

Committee on Nominations presented the names for officers of the association 
for the coming year. 

It was moved and seconded that the clerk cast one ballot for those nominated. 
Motion carried and the clerk cast the ballot electing the officers of the association for 
the year. 

Enrollment committee’s report deferred to evening session. 

Committee on Place and Preacher deferred to a later time. 

Dr. E. E. Gates, secretary of the Connecticut Baptist convention, and the Reverend 
O. P. Campbell, director of education, spoke briefly. 

The moderator then called Mrs. Bertha M. Lounsbury, president of the New 
Haven Missionary Union, to the chair, and she presided during the "Women’s Hour.” 

Miss Eleanor MacKenzie reported on the Missionary Seals, and awarded certi- 
ficates to representatives of the churches achieving them. 

Mrs. E. C. Sage of New Haven once again thrilled the audience with her splendid 
report of the Women’s House Party. 

Miss Matilda Utecht gave a most excellent address of Christian Friendliness. 

Mrs. Lcunsberry then recalled the moderator to the chair, and he then presented 
the Reverend John H. McLean, D. D., New Haven, who spoke on the subject, "The 
Church for the World Today”.

The chairman then introduced Reverend Richard Hoiland of Philadelphia, who 
spoke on the subject, "The Worth of the Summer Assembly”. 

The Peerless Quartet of Ansonia then rendered several very enjoyable musical se- 
lections. 

The Reverend Frank M. Tobey of Noank delivered the closing address on the 
subject, "The Cornerstone of Our Churches”. 

Mr. Mallery then led the audience in a short service of Consecration which was 
most helpful, as a note upon which to close the meeting. The meeting adjourned at
